We understand that the question of the 
Grand Hotel licence is to be taken inté’ cons 
sideration by the Executive Council. At the 
recent annual licensing meeting of the Justices 
the renewal of the licence was refused, the ap- 
plicant being told that he could appeal to 
the Governor-in-Council if he thought fit. 
Incoming to thie decision the Justices do 
not appear to haveacted:-on formal evidence, 
but, on. geome «general impression of their 
own or information of' a private ‘nature. 
The licerice has never been endorsed, and no 
police. report against the house has ever 
been published. For all thit we know to 
the ‘contrary, there may be sufficient grounds 
for refusing the ‘licenee—but these grounds 
have certainly not been ‘arrived at in -a 
proper way. As 9 matter of fairplay, the 
proprietor ought to have an opportunity 
afforded: him’: of movting: the allegations 
against bim and refuting them’ if be can. 
As be has not been afforded such ‘an op. 
portunity , tie Gavernor-in-Council can -hard- 
do otherwise than reverse, tho decision of 
the Justices and let the matter stand over to 
be fally argued out at tbe licensing’ meeting 
next year, the: licence'in the. meantime being 
eontinped.
